Eleven-year-old Anasta¬ 
sia Merry is like most kids 

She enjoys playing, and 
small circle of friends. 

becoming a palaeontologist 
and can recite every type of 
dinosaur from memory. 

But unlike other chil¬ 
dren her age, Anastasia suf¬ 
fers from a mild form of Epi¬ 
dermolysis bullosa (EB), an 
incurable skin disease. 

“EB is called an orphan 
disease because no one 
seems to have heard about 
it,” Anastasia’s mom, Kath¬ 
leen Merry, said. 

Children who have the 


terfly children because then- 
skin is “as delicate as a but¬ 
terfly’s wings,” Kathleen 
said. 

According to DEBRA 
International, a research 
association, a person’s skin 
has two layers. The outer 
layer is called the epidermis 
and the inner layer is the 

Normally, there are 
anchors between the two 
layers of skin that prevent 
them from moving inde¬ 
pendently from one another. 
People with EB don’t have 
those anchors, and any 
action that creates friction 
between the layers, such 
as rubbing or pressure, will 
create blisters and painful 

Kathleen said EB is a 
genetic birth defect, and 
while it’s not contagious, 


there is “no topical ointment 
or cream that will cure it.” 

“Think of your skin as a 
piece of tape that will stick 
together when you rub it. A 
person’s skin with EB is like 
a plastic bag. When you rub 
it together, it will shift,” Kath¬ 
leen said. 

While caring for her 
wounds, Anastasia can't 
use band aids or any sort of 
adhesives because they can 
rip her skin. 

"It can be quite a proc- 

We use Polysporin and wrap 
any wounds with gauze,” she 
said. 

Her mom said Anastasia 
has a normal life expectancy 
but she will always have to 
“watch for cancer, or infec¬ 
tions which could lead to 
other health problems.” 

Kathleen admits she had 
held her daughter “back 
from a lot of things” out 
of fear Anastasia could be 

“I wouldn’t even let her 
play with stickers when she 
was younger.” 

Anastasia was diagnosed 
with EB as an infant. 

“When I first found out, I 
was horrified. I looked up 
pictures on the Internet, 
which were the worst case 

knowledge about it," Kath¬ 
leen said. “Anastasia learned 
to walk at 14 months old, 
but she could crawl like 
nobody’s business. If she 
couldn't do something, she 
would always fmd a way to 
compensate.” 

“Any sort of friction can 
cause blisters’! so Anastasia 
has had a number of modi¬ 


fications made available to 
her at home and at school, 
which includes a special 
chair to prevent blisters from 
forming on her back, and 
boots that don't rub against 
her feet. 

Anastasia, a student 
at Garrison Road Public 
School, wanted to share her 
story because she wants 


more people to be aware of 
the disease. 

“I want to help find a cure 
and I want people to be 
aware,” she said.”

HOW TO COOK AN 
ACORN SQUASH 

• Choose a small hard squash 
and cut lengthways. Use one 
half per person serving. 

• Scoop out the seeds, and save 
those for later. 

• Preheat your oven to 350. 
Place acorns face down on 
a cookie sheet and bake 30 
minutes. Remove from oven 
and turn right side up. In each 
half put a tablespoon of butter 
or margarine and a tablespoon 
of brown sugar and a sprinkle 
of salt. 

• Place back in the oven and 
bake until melted and the 
squash can be pierced with a 


fork. Remove from the oven and 
place a whole half on the plate 
and let them scoop it out as they 

• You can do the same method 
with most squashes except 
butternut. Ifyouuseabigsquash, 
just use more butter and sugar 
and scoop the whole works out 
into a bowl to serve, or place the 
whole thing on the table and let it 
be a free for all. 

HOW TO COOK 
A BUTTERNUT 
SQUASH 

■ Cut the squash in half above 
the bulb and peel off the skin. 

■ Cut the bulb in half and scoop 


out the seeds and save for later. 

• Cut up the flesh into same 
sized chunks and either boil 
in salted water or steam until 

• Drain. Then mash with 
some butter or margarine, a Vz 
teaspoon of powered ginger and 
a 'A teaspoon of nutmeg and a 
few tablespoons of brown sugar, 
adjust the taste with salt and black 
pepper. You can even add chicken 
stock and puree it into a soup. The 
kids will snort it! 

• Those seeds you saved can be 
washed, salted and baked at 200 
degrees for an hour on a cookie 
sheet. You can eat the shell and 
all, a great snack. Do that with 
the seeds from your Halloween 
pumpkin too.

Canada Post task force on right track 


A task force struck to 

look into the financial 
state of Canada 
Post has delivered a first- 
class report. It concluded 
Canadians are more likely to 


and a move to every-other-day 
delivery, rather than paying 
in annual fee or having to use 


se and should be adopted 
by the House of Commons 
committee that embarks on 
a cross-country tour later 
his month to consult with 
Canadians about postal 
service. 

The Conservative 
government had started 
the controversial move to 
community mailboxes for the 
approximately five million 
addresses that were still 
receiving home delivery. It 

as expected to save Canada 
Post up to $500 million a year, 
but was stopped when the 
Liberals took office. It was 
a campaign promise lustin 
Trudeau’s party made based 
>n emotions, not the hard 


facts, as the task force has 
proven. 

The community mailboxes 
provide needed savings for 
Canada Post and make the 
system more equitable, by 
treating every address the 
same. It was never fair that 
some people received delivery 
to their doorstep and others 
had to walk around the comer 
to get their mail — all while 
paying the same price for a 
stamp. 

The four-person panel 
estimated that returning to 
door-to-door delivery would 
cost $1.2 billion — too much 
for Canada Post to absorb 
without the introduction of 
fees. It is believed it would 
cost $73 a year per address 
if everyone paid the levy, or 
$124 a year if it were applied to 
just those who want the door- 
to-door option. 

Obviously, it isn’t fair to 
charge everybody, including 
those who don’t get delivery 
to their home. And $124 is 
too steep to be widely taken 
up, so the system would likely 
quickly collapse upon itself. 


The challenges Canada 
Post face are considerable. 
Mail volumes have declined 
from 11.8 billion in 2007 to 
8.8 billion pieces in 2015. As 
Frangoise Bertrand, the task 
force’s chairwoman notes, 
the company has gone from 
being a publicly owned 
monopoly delivering bundles 
of letters to an enterprise that 
must compete with privately 
controlled parcel delivery 
firms such as FedEx and UPS. 

There’s more bad news. The 
task force says that even with 
"an optimal implementation" 
of the options it has presented, 
which includes turning some 
rural postal outlets into 
franchises, Canada Post is 
expected to lose $700 million a 
year by 2026. 

The Liberals, who pushed 
the pause button on 
community mailboxes in a 
misguided bit of populism, 
should get on with doing what 
can be done to modernize the 
service, including considering 
adopting every-other-day 
delivery.

The volunteer-based pro¬ 
gram, which is subject to the 
availability of volunteers, is 
available for seniors or peo¬ 
ple with disabilities. Priority 
is given to CSSN clients need¬ 
ing to go to medical appoint¬ 
ments, but can be used for 
tasks such as grocery shop¬ 


ping. 

In-town trips, which cost $9 
for a round trip, are limited to 
two hours and two stops. Rates 
outside a client’s local commu¬ 
nity are charged at 45 cents per 
kilometre. 

Carrie-Lynne Sones, CSSN 
coordinator of volunteers 

currently the only volunteer 
driver in Fort Erie, and that’s 
something she said she hopes 
will change as more people 
become aware of what CSSN 
does. 

CSSN, which formed in 2000, 
is a volunter-driven not-for- 
profit agency that provides a 
number of services to help sen¬ 
iors and adults with disabili¬ 
ties hve muepenuenuy in their 
homes. 

The non-profit organization 
serves the Niagara region, and 
has three offices located in St. 
Catharines, Welland, and Beam- 
sville. 

The services that CSSN offers 
include a 12-week home exer¬ 
cise program, Meals on Wheels, 
homemaking, home main¬ 
tenance and at home safety 

Sones said the programs are 


either free, or have minimal 
costs to the clients. 

CSSN also offers “peace of 
mind” for family members, 
through its volunteer visiting 
and phone chat, and Lunch Out 
programs. 

A caring volunteer is matched 
with a client, and visits them in 
their home for companionship 
or calls to check on their well¬ 
being. 

Clients get together on a 
regular basis with volunteers 
for a meal and a social activity 
as part of the Lunch Out pro¬ 
gram. 

Sones will offer the public 
a chance to learn more about 
the services CSSN offers dur¬ 
ing presentations planned this 
month at a number of locations 
across Niagara. She said the 
goal of the presentations is to let 
people know about the services, 
and to recruit much-needed 
volunteers. 

Sones will be on hand at the 
Centennial branch of the Fort 
Erie Public Library on Sept. 28 
from 11a.m. to 2 p.m.

Understanding Tooth Cycle 


What I am about to tell you 
could save you thousands 
of dollars over the course 
your life time. Interested? 
If you understand the 
“tooth cycle”, you will 
understand how it will 
save you from multitude 
of dental treatment over 
the course of life time. 

The cycle goes like this; 
Intact tooth -> small 
cavity ->small filling -> 
cavity around the small 
filling -> large filling -> 
cavity around the large 
filling -> massive filling 
-> cavity around massive 
filling OR fracture OR 
Crack -> Root canal -> 
cavity under massive 
filling with root canal OR 
Catastrophic fracture -> 
tooth loss -> partials, 


dentures or implants 
The life time of this cycle 
can vary from years to 
decades and I am sure 
most people are familiar 
with this cycle. 



All you have to do is, 
either break the cycle or 
increase the length of 
each cycle. For example, if 
you prevent yourself from 
getting the cavity in the 
first place, you won’t start 
the cycle. Or if you already 
have the cavity, keeping 


the filling smaller by 
getting treatment earlier 
can lengthen the cycle. 

If you already have large 
fillings, then getting 
crowns will lengthen 
the cycle by lowering 
the chance of fractures 
and cavity. The goal is to 
getting early detection 
and getting the proper 
restoration from the start. 
But the best way again is 
not to even start this cycle.

can draw back on when 
you're in your own home. 
You draw them back into 
your mind when you're feel¬ 
ing down." 

The Trailblazers is a non¬ 
profit organization, run by 
volunteers who are mostly 
based in Toronto. 

However, it offers organ¬ 
ized group rides across 
southern Ontario where 
sighted riders, called cap¬ 
tains, are paired up with non 
or partly-sighted cyclists, 
called stokers. 

Stokers are the engines, 
says Lynda Spinney, club 
president. And just as stok¬ 
ers long ago shovelled coal 
into the engine of a steam 
locomotive, these stokers 
"are the strength behind the 
rider,” she says. 

Trips average about 50 
kilometres. The organiza¬ 
tion also pairs up riders indi¬ 
vidually for pleasure rides, 
although at this time it’s only 
offered in Toronto. 

The club's history began in 
the summer of 1987, when 
some friends with tandem 
bikes got together to give 
rides to people with limited 
sight. It's grown into a group 
of 40 members and more 
than 60 volunteer drivers, 
says Spinney. 


Bikers are paired by weight 
and height. Beyond that, it's 
about fresh air, physical 
activity, meeting friends and 
having fun. 

"People who are visually 
impaired have many barri¬ 
ers,” she says. “This is one 
barrier we can overcome.” 

Steve returns from the 
ride, his spirits lifted. He has 
spent much time along the 
parkway and the visual expe¬ 
dition of what he can still see, 
and what he remembers. 

“I still have memories of 
those places,” he says. 

“It’s peaceful. It’s one of 
the nicest places on earth.”

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Italian earthquake victims 
get hand up from local clubs

Niagara’s Italian community is 
planning a number of fundrais¬ 
ing events hoping to raise about 
$200,000 to help those affected 
by last month’s earthquake 
that slammed central Italy and 
destroyed most of the medieval 
cityofAmatrice. 

The 6.2-magnitude quake on 
Aug. 24, killed nearly 300 peo¬ 
ple and left entire sections of 
a dozen towns and villages 
reduced to rubble. 

“This is the first time that 
we’ve had nine of the clubs 
working together for something 
like this,” said organizer Felix 
Pingue, who has family living 
close to the affected area. 

Each club will plan and host its 
own events during the next few 
months and hope to have things 
wrapped up before Christmas. 
All of the money collected with 
be personally dropped off by a 
representative of their group. 
Anyone who wishes to attend 
is responsible to pay for their 

“We are keeping the poli¬ 
tics out of this. Not one penny 
will end up in the hands of a 
politician or any agency," said 
Pingue. 

A public meeting will be 
held once the money arrives 
in Italy and it will be distrib¬ 
uted according to a plan that 


has worked well in the past. 

Pingue, a businessman and 
past president of Club Italia in 
Niagara Falls, said a process of 
collecting and distributing the 
money was put in place in 2009 
when an earthquake levelled 
much of the city of L’Aquila. 
That system worked well, unlike 
previous earthquake fundrais¬ 
ing events where money was 
collected and turned over to 
various organizations or gov¬ 
ernment agencies, and then 
took years or never reached 
those who needed it 

L’Aquila is about 100 kilo¬ 
metres (60 miles) northeast 
of Rome and about 48 kilo¬ 
metres (30 miles) south of 
Amatrice. The earthquake in 
L’Aquila killed 309 people and 
left an estimated 60,000 peo¬ 
ple homeless. 

“Some of the clubs are 
smaller so it's hard for them, 
but they are all doing it from 
their hearts. We would like to 
have it done by Christmas so 
that the money can be deliv¬ 
ered early in January,’’ said 
Pingue. "We cannot rebuild 
what has been destroyed. The 
only thing we can do is help 
the people who are left and we 
need to help them now.” 

Anyone making a donation 
is asked to do so by cheque. 

A list is being kept of all 
donations and another list 


is distributed that will show 
the names of families that 
were helped. It's believed that 
about 15 children have lost 
both parents. 

Vito Tofano, president 
of Casa Dante Lodge 19 in 
Welland, said they had a great 
response with their pasta take¬ 
out night held on Sept. 8. 

They raised about $8,000 
and hopefully will be able to 
raise a bit more before every¬ 
thing wraps up. 

“We reached our goal and 
we received about $300 in 
donations,” said Tofano. 

Upcoming events include a 
function on Sept. 23, put on by 
the Pingue family and Napoli 
Restaurant, on Sept. 30 at the 
Italo Canadian Centennial, 
on Oct. 7 at the Italo Cana¬ 
dian Club in Fort Erie, and on 
Oct. 14 at the Italian Cana¬ 
dian Cultural Club in Port Col- 
borne. More events are being 
planned.

A First World War field 
gun has been repaired and 
restored, and is back on display 
nut front ofthe \iagara Military 
Museum in Niagara Falls. 

The Krupp gun, which is 
about 100 years old and is 
owned bytheCityofNiagara 
Falls, was removed May 9 
from outside of the armoury 
and taken to a Pelham shop 
where it was given some 
much needed attention. 

This month, it was 
returned to the Victoria Ave¬ 
nue property. 

“They sandblasted off almost 
100 years worth of green and 
grey paint,” said Jim Doherty, 
president of the museum. 

“It’s sitting up on its origi¬ 
nal cradle. The poor, old girl 


looks pretty good." 

He said the repairs were 
necessary for the structural 
integrity of the gun. 

“It was almost to the point of 
disintegrating. We were afraid 
to pick it up. We put tempo¬ 
rary wheels on it, and rolled 
it up on to the flat deck of St. 
Catharines Towing (who took 
the gun to the Pelham shop). 

“If we tried to lift it, we 
thought it might collapse in 
half, like fold up. That's one of 
the things they had to do some 
repair on, was the undercar¬ 
riage, and actually weld some 
structural materials in.” 

Doherty said the gun was 
taken to Hall Ironworks in 
Pelham, which was the sub¬ 
contractor to the Field House

Donoghue will be at Fort 
Erie Public Library Centen¬ 
nial Branch and at Pelham 
Library to read from her lat¬ 
est book, The Wonder, sign 
books and answer ques- 

7 he Wonder is set in 1850s 
Ireland about a young girl 
who appears to be thriving 
after months without food 
who believes to be living off 
manna from heaven. 

Donoghue says the novel 
is inspired by real cases of 
girls living without food and 
making headlines - a phe¬ 
nomenon which occurred 
from the 16th century to the 
20th century. 


She explains an exten¬ 
sive amount of research 
goes into each novel, but 

how much time she spends 
researching. 

“I really want to know 
about the world I'm writ¬ 
ing about. From how the 
clothes felt, what the food 
was like and how people 
spoke. I immerse myself in 
the time period." 

With every new novel, 
there is always a critic and 
Donoghue says she still 
reads them whether they 
are good or bad. 

“I can’t say I don’t care, 
but it’s just one person’s 
opinion and many times

She realized she could 
make a living off of her 
writing when she got her 
first two book contract with 
a publisher and says was a 
high moment for her. 


Donoghue still gets

“I always think this is a 
real book someone might 
buy. I never take that for 

The attention Room gar¬ 
nered was something Dono¬ 
ghue thought might hap¬ 
pen, but she didn’t expect 
it to become as widespread 

“I had a feeling it would 
be well received as eve¬ 
ryone was excited about 
the novel. I was surprised 
how many countries it has 

didn’t expect our small 
budget film to get nomi¬ 
nated at the Oscars. I was 
blown away by the success 
of it all.”
